Many armed deputies were at,.the 


hall last night to._preserve order at 
a meeting called to discuss plans for' 
bringing about a settlement of the 
differences, between the factions in 
the-., union.' Large .numbers of the 
seceders from the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners who have planned to 
form a new union under the auspices 
of ,the Industrial Workers 
of 
the 


World were near the hall. 


The insurgents stormed the hall 


and Sheriff Driscoll's deputies fired 
several shots into the air to drive 
'back the crowd, but the shots had 
no effect. The crowd pushed on and 
when the deputies fired a volley, 
Ernest Noy, 
traveling 
inspector 


for' the Montana demurrage bureau 
"fell dead. Two others 'were wound- 
ed. The shooting caused the insur- 
gents to retreat, but soon they re- 
turned .with the dynamite which they 
exploded under the union hall.

Day .was celebrated out here in Cal- 
ifornia, I take tlie liberty of asking 
space in the good old Advocate to 
give in my humble way, a descrip- 
tion of the beautiful and very im- 
pressive exercises, and to tell to what 
extent the Elks of the Bay Cities 
-went that Old Glory and 
what 
it 


means, whould be impressed on the 
memory of the rising generation and 
to the large number of 
foreigners 


who have settled in this part of Col- 
ifornia. 


The day opened with bright sun- 


shine and a cooling breeze from the 
Ocean, making it ideal in every re- 
spect. 


The celebration was under 
the 


auspices of the Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Order of Elks, assisted by the 
Grand Army of the .Republic. 
The 


honored guests were: 'Women's Re- 
lief Corps, Ladies of the G. A. R., 
Daughters of Veterans and Veterans 
of the Spanish War. 


The exercises were held 
in the 


Greek Theater at the University of 
California. This theater was erected 
by Win. R. Hearst and given by him 
to the university. 
It is 'semi-circu- 


lar in shape and built of solid con- 
crete. 
There being no wood in it. 


The roof is the blue sky and its sur- 
roundings beautiful 
hills 
studded 


with massive forest trees. The the- 
ater will seat about eighteen thou- 
sand. 
Is a replica of the 
ancient 


Greek theaters and cost well up into 
-" the thousands. 
It is one 
of the 


show places of this state and is vis- 
ited by thousands every year. 


The time set for the ceremonies 


wag three o'clock as early as twelve 
the crowd began to assemble, and 
every available space was filled when 
the participants and guests entered 
their alloted sections. 


At 2:30 the parade, or flag line, 


composed of the G. A. R., the drill 
teams of the Elks and members of 
the invited organizations 
marched 


with colors flying up 
the 
wooded 


slope into the theater to be greeted 
by the cheering 
thousands. 
Each 


group appeared in uniform and car- 
ried the insigna of its "order. It was 
the entry of the Old Veterans of the 
Civil War that sent the great throng 
off into its 
transport 
of 
fervent 


cheering.' With the fifth Regiment 
band playing and escorted by 
the 


drill teams of San Francisco lodge 
No. 3 and Oakland Lodge No. 171 of 
the Elks, the Old Soldiers entered. 
The audience on its feet, cheered and 
sang and waved flags. No less1 than 
twenty thousand voices sang Amer- 
ica, accompanied by the 
bana 
of 


thirty pieces. The sight of that vast 
audience, 
standing, 
heads 
bared, 


flags and handkerchiefs floating was 
one I shall never forget. 
The seats 


in the theater raise nearly one hun- 
dred feet at the rear so that one 
standing below at the first -row of 
seats can take in at a glance the en- 
tire audience. 


The program was fittting to the 


occasion and made all present boil 
over with patriotism and love for the 
Stars and Stripes. Several fine ad- 
,'dresses by noted men, music 
by 


Fifth Regiment band and singing by 
a chorus of four hundred voices, also 
solos by a noted singer belonging to 
the Chicago Grand Opera company. 
One of the impressive features of the 
exercises was the raising of the flag, 
when with colors flying and heads 
bared, the flag was raised and salut- 
ed by a squad of Civil War veterans

'"It is the first flag born to repre- 


sent a people rather than a monarch, 
a flag which has never known sur- 
render. It is the flag destined to res- 
cue a world fr^m wrong, to banish 
unworthy strife and usher 
in 
the 


thousand years of peace. It 
is an 


honest flag a benevolent flag and a 
righteous flag. 


The exercises closed with the sing- 


ing of America by the entire audi- 
ence of twenty thousand accompan- 
ied by the band. 
' 


I have seen many large audiences, 


but nothing to compare with this 
one in patriotism. (Everybody seemed 
full of love for the flag, 


'Not only did the people assembled 


in this magnificent theater under the 
blue sky of heaven show their appre- 
"ciation of our flag, but from almost 
every house, private and public, on 
automobiles and vehicles of every de- 
scription flags were flying. 


While sitting there in that beau- 


tiful place surrounded by thousands 
bf people representing almost every 
toation. on the globe, and hearing so 
many eulogies on the veterans 
of 


the civil war and what they did for 
the country, how they 
saved 
the 


Union, etc., my head began to swell 
and my mind went back to Newark 
and I thought to myself if only the 
Old Guard of Newark 
commanded 


by 'Capt. Bausch would 
march 
in, 


dressed 
in' their 
uniforms 
with 


drums beating the tune "The 'Girl I 
Left Behind Me." What an outburst 
cf applause it would create.

ernor to hark back to the glorious 
achievements of his party's past. In- 
stead he had- championed a new state 
constitution, had espoused the direct 
nomination by the voters of all elected 
officials, advocated the initiative and 
referendum, home rule for cities, jury 
reform, the regulation of saloons by 
license, the abolition of prison con- 
tract labor and many other so-called 
reforms. He had tied his fortunes to 
the change in the basic law of-\the 
state. And so doing, he had burned 
his bridges behind him. 


Poise, aggressiveness, the courage 


to do and dare — these things Gov. Cox 
possesses in a superlative degree. 
They may have made for him. bitter 
enemies as they made for Theodore 
Roosevelt. But whatever they have 
brought about, whether personal good 
or ill, whether a disproportionate num- 
tier of- enemies or a super number of 
' friends, they are his attributes, just as 
much a part of him as his human, na- 
ture, and they'll always, of course, re-

Tremendous physical energy permits 


Gov. Cox to stand up under stupendous 
strains. 
It is extremely doubtful if 


any of his predecessors during the 
last twenty years would have been 
able physically to sustain the pace 
which the present governor has set. 
For no matter how harshly his specific 
accomplishments may be attacked, the 
effort back of the accomplishments 
stands out. 
Witness the strenuous 


campaign for election in 1912, the 
regular session of the general assem- 
bly right afterward, the great flood be- 
fore the session was over, then the 
vast preparation for the special ses- 
sion with its arduous labors. During 
the regular session of the SOth gen- 
eral assembly fifty-six major measures 
advocated 
by 
the 
governor 
were 


passed. The special session passed a 
score more of almost equal impor- 
tance. 


Whence comes the superlative ener- 


gy that even the enemies of Cox are 
compelled to envy? Partly, no doubt, 


throrgh inheritance. The governor's

comes from personal habits. At 7 in 
the morning comes a bath.

s. mile. Particularly arduous official 
work if-- invariably followed when pos- 
sible by a tramp through the fields or 
woods. Occasionally horseback riding 
offers relief to the long confinement of 
office. 
A hunting and fishing trip 


probably once a year affords relaxa- 
tion for fagging mind and body. 


But after all it is the daily routine 


of exercise that permits'-the governor 
to do such a great amount Of con- 
fining work without visible impair- 
ment. Mere weather never interferes 
with his outdoor recreation. 
He will 


face a blinding blizzard or a drenching 
rain storm just as readily as he wjll 
greet the sunshine of a spring morn- 
ing. He has been known many times 
to- send his office corps home in an 
auto and himself to plunge afoot into 
the teeth of a storm after a day of 
heavy grind. This is the sort of life 
that permits him to be a. fiend for 
wort, to begin his duties every morn- 
ing before nine, to labor on many 
tbiu'3 through the noon hour with only 
a hasty lunch brought in to his office, 
and to remain at his desk at night 
when the light in his office -window 
shines out against the darkness of the 
rest of the capitol. 


Many men are daring, aggressive 


and cold-blooded. A few are daring, 
aggressive and very human. Gov Cox 
is among the few His human side in 
many ways seems a paradox against 
his physical and what many people 
'ca.il his political audacity. Some peo- 
ple believe that his humanitarian side 
is too, pronounced. There are some 
for example who argued that the gov- 
ernor transgressed on his official du- 
ties in his eagerness to relieve suffer- 
ing during the Ohio floods. Not a few 
critical observers held that he erred 
when he asked the general assembly 
to permit money to be raised for flood 
relief and rehabilitation in excess of 
the one per cent law. But the New 
York papers and observers in many 
other parts of the country applauded 
the humanity of the Buckeye executive 
and the marvelous rapidity with which 
he brought order out of chaos. Listen 
for instance, to a paragraph from 
long eulogistic editorial that appeared 
in the New York World: 


. ':The man who has dominated the 
situation in Ohio is Gov. Cox. He has 
been not only chief magistrate and 
commander in .chief, but head of the

Naturally conservative,

York World never paid a higher 
tribute to any public official than this. 
But note the underlying fact that it 
was the humanitarian spirit of a gov- 
ernor that excites the editorial admira- 
tion as wen as his executive ability. 


The governor's sympathetic nature 


is displayed as graphically in his at-' 
titude toward the Ohio penitentiary 
and other state institutions as in his 
work during the floods. When the 
Cox administration began the peniten- 
tiary in particular was 
forbidding. 


•Many of the inmates were in continued 
idleness and their faces depicted blank 
despair. Two of Cox's immediate pre- 
decessors had vetoed appropriations 
for a farm prison in the interests of 
economy. 
Gov. Cox talked in the 


prison chapel one Sunday almost im- 
mediately after his inauguration. 
He 


was deeply impressed by the hopeless- 
ness of the inmates. His talk to the 
prisoners indicated the depth of his 
feeling for them:

So 
when a workman is killed in h's fac- 
tory, it is the business of the liability 
company to "settle" with the family 
for the lowest amount possible. The 
company will usually . offer a small 
sum to avoid a suit for damages. 
.The family must accept or sue. - A suit 
means usually'two. or three'years of 
delay in the com is. Suits have been 
known to drag for 20 years. And the 
family's attorney ultimately will re- 
ceive from one-third to one-half of the

Early Day Railroad Travel. 


On Nov. 26, 1833, a car made the 


first trip over the Portage railroad. 
This was, the most remarkable engi- 
neering undertaking of the time. The 
railroad waBrthirty.-sbc miles long, ex-. 
tending -across the Allegheny moun- 
tains from -Hollidaysburg to Johns- 
town. There were ten inclined planes, 
five on: .each side of the mountains. 
Engines at the top of each plane pulled 
up four cars at a time. The ascent on 
the east side measured 1,398 feet 
Then there was a tunnel of 870 feet 
and a descent of 1,172 feet on the 
western side. Passengers on canal 
boats entered the cars at Hollidays- 
burg and were carried over the moun- 
tains, embarking in other boats,dn the 
western side and thus continuing their 
journey.. to - Pittsburgh. Later boats 
were built so that they could be taken 
apart into three or four sections and 
placed on a car for the trip over the 
mountains. The construction of the 
Portage railroad cost $1,500,000.—Phil- 
adelphia Record'. 


Sorting Bottles by Touch. ; 


One of London's queer trades Is that 


of empty bottle sorting at the London 
bottle exchange, off Blackfriars road. 
These bottles have been salvaged from 
dust! bins, cellars, the holds .of ships 
and ;wherever bottles go astray. Every 
year at least 2,000,000 bottles, after 
many wanderings, find their way to 
the bottle exchange. They are sorted 
and. returned to their rightful owners, 
who pay an annual subscription, as 
well as a few shillings a gross for re- 
turned bottles. Reared oh the bottle, 
as it were, a sorter at the exchange 
must be a man of keen eye and deli- 
cate touch. All that he has to guide 
him in thousand's of cases is the em- 
bossed name on the glass, and swiftly, 
unerringly and with almost uncanny 
deftness• he.picks out"a;bottle .which 
has ^wandered. from--Glasgow and puts 
it in the case bound for the north.— 
New York Sun.

•denied however that there had been 
any quarrel or unpleasantness

tween them. At police headquarters 
she was somewhat hysterical. 


According to the 
police 
blood- 


stains -were found on the carpet and 
furniture in the woman's apartments 
and Ballou's straw hat was discov- 
ered in a clothes chest, crushed and 
bloodstained.

also found, the police say, as well as 
foot prints on the 
stairway 
which 


tended to indicate that a large wom-
